Ho said tho Martin and Greenway govern- 
mont wore political triokstors, and pasted 
tho Manitoba act to suit their own ends. He 
advocated tho abolition of tho right of ap- 
peal to England. 

At tho annual mooting of the Dominion 
Riflo Association hold hero to-day, Lieut, - 
Colonol Gibson was re-elected presidont, 
Lieut. -Colonel Prior was elected vice-presi- 
dent for British Columbia. Messrs. Molnnes, 
Mara and Haslam nro members of tho ooun- 
oil. Tho meeting was very successful. 

Ton thousand Martini-Motford rifles will 
bo horo in a few months. Tho present 
stock of Martinis will be sent to England to 
be converted. Tho Government will allow 
riflcmon tho privilogo of sending private 
rifles to England to bo converted into Mot- 
fords at tho Government's expense.

Prior ngain endeavored to tako the sense of 
tho House on a motion to establish a pen- 
sion system oonneetod with tho permanent 
oorpB.

§1,125,000.

Tokonto, April 4. — (Special) — A mould 
mado of plastor of Paris, a ladlo, polishing 
board and a quantity of metal were found 
in tho houso of J. Kerr, who wus arrostcd 
last night with counterfeit money in his 
possession. Kerr is married and 27 years 
of age, and claims to bo a laborer. His 
wifo admitted that her hu3band had been 
counterfeiting all the winter. 

The Council of tho Board of Trade was in 
session to-day, discussing tho now tariff as 
represented to it by a deputation of manu 
facturers that waited on them yesterday. 
It was decided to authorize a deputation to 
wait on tho Government to represent the

London, April 4.— The notorious French 
anarchist, Meunier, tho accomplice of Fran- 
cois and tho avenger of Ravachol, wus ar- 
rested this evening by Inspector Melville, 
at tho Liverpool strcot station. Tho police 
of three countries have been tracing his 
movements since the explosion at tho Cafe 
Very, in Paris, almost two years ago. The 
charge on which he was arrested this even- 
ing was that in causing this explosion, ho 
became guilty of murdering tho proprietor, 
who died of his injuries u few days after tho 
cafe was blown up. The motive of Meunier 
and his accomplices in exploding tho bomb 
was to punish the men who had betrayed 
Ravochol to the pollco and secured his arrest 
In the cafe. Meunier evidently had loarned 
that tho police were soarehing for him in 
London, for ho and a friend were conveyed 
in a carriage with drawn curtains to the 
station. 

Inspector Mclvillo had been informed of 
their movements and know that they in- 
tended to go as directly as possible to Ant- 
werp. Ho was waiting for them on tho 
platform. Meuuier, who is a hunchback, 
was easily identified. When ho felt tho In- 
spector's hand on his Bhoulder he shook it 
oil. Then ho Btarted away, but after a few 
stops was grasped firmly by tho inBpeotor's 
hand on his collar. Both ho and his com- 
rade fought desporately, but the porters 
and several persona from tho crowd helped 
tho inspector until ho had Meunier secured 
and handcuffed. Tho other anarchist mado 
a dusli down tho platform, but was tripped 
and secured before he could leave tho sta- 
tion. Tho whole station was in an uproar 
until tho Inspector drovo off with his pris- 
oners. A rovoiver, with six loadod cham- 
bers, was tound in Meunior's pocket. Ho 
will bo brought up in tho Bow street court 
in extradition proceedings, baBcd on the 
charge of murder. His companion will bo 
triod for aiding him in his attempt to es- 
cape 

TO PUNISH ANARCHISTS. 

A Bill Introduced In tho Cortes to Suppress 
Uomb Throwing. 

Madrid, April 4. — Tho Cortes was 
oponod to-day, and Sonor Oapiolpon, iho 
new Minister of Justice, introduced a bill 
for tho pAiahment of anarchist criminals. 
Tho bill provides that any man responsible 
for oxplosions which aro likely to causo 
death or serious bodily injury, shall ho pun- 
ished with death or pena! sorvitudo for life, 
and ono paragraph proposes exceptionally 
Bevere sentences for all persons, moBt 
notably newspaper editors, who commend 
bomb throwing and bomb throwors. Tho 
bill doolarea that all anarchist associations 
aro illegal and provides for their dissolu- 
tion.

PiTTsiiURii, April 4. — A special to the 
Times from a staff correspondent at Union- 
town, Pa,, says : Chief Engineer Joseph H. 
Paddock, of the H. C. Frick Coke Co., was 
brutally murdered by 200 riotous Hungar- 
ians at tho Dividson Coko works at Con- 
nellsville, about threo o'clock this after- 
noon. The murders wero pursuod by a 
sheriff's posao. One of the fleeing HunB was 
shot and instantly killed. Two others were 
fatally wounded, and two other workmen 
in the region who refused to join tho 
mob were assaulted and fatally hurt. 
They wore carried away by their associates. 
Ninety four of tho rioters and alleged mur- 
derera have already been arreBted and aie 
now in j ail charged with murder. Two 
hundred picked men, acting as deputies to 
Sheriff William H. Wilhelm, of Fayetto 
county, mounted and armed to the teeth, 
went galloping through the coke regions to- 
night, searching for I. P. Davis, presidont 
of the United Mine Workers ; Daniel 
Darvy, secretary of tho organization, and 
John McSloh, who are alleged to have or- 
ganized the murderous mob, and who said 
to be directly responsible for the killing of 
Paddock. 

This region, which ia other years, has 
been shaken to its centre by discontentod 
laborors, is to-night fairly trembling on tho 
brink of a revolution. Never before wore 
the dangerous foreigners so thoroughly 
aroused. They seemed organizad for mur- 
der and from ono end of the region 
to tho other have marked their path 
to day with wreck and ruin and concluded 
the bad day's work with the killing of one 
of the most substantial men known 
to the coko business. Tho murdered 
man livod at Connollsvillo. Ho 
leaves a wifo and threo childien. By honest 
effort ho had won a prominent and profitable 
placo with tho Frick coko company, and 
when his life was sacrificed wus endeavor- 
ing to escape tho fury of tho mob that came 
upon him like a cyclone. Ho was at work 
at tho time, having his instruments with 
him, and had JubI come out of tho mines. 
Ho was In tho tipple. 

Hugh Call, ono of his assistants was 
with him whon tho murderous mob broke 
into tho tipplo building, apparently with a 
view to burning it. Thoir wild shouts rolled 
through tho placo in a furious storm, and 
Call fired on tho approaching mob, which 
seemed to intensify their ratje, and thoy 
rushed at him. Ho jumped through a 
window and escaped. Paddock attempted 
to cscpo by running through tho infurjatod 
crowd. Stonos and olubs were hurled at 
him. Twice ho was knocked down, but re- 
gained his feet. Finally a hoavy stone was 
thrown by a membor of tho mob, striking 
him, and ho fell senseless. Each one 
of the mob struck hiin with a stone 
as he lay holpless. His head and 
face wero crushed. His clothes wero torn 
and ho was disfigured almost beyond re- 
cognition. Then, as ho lay dead, a man 
fired a bullot into his hoad, and his body 
waB then carried to a window in the tipple 
building and ho was thrown about forty 
foot to tho burning ovens below. Then tho 
mob disappeared ovor tho hill in tho direc- 
tion of Bradford, Paddock we l 
35 years old. HiB killing ocourred 
within sight of his home. Ho 
was a graduato of tho Lehigh University. 
Adjutant General W. W. Greenland came 
to Connollsvillo to-day to examino into tho 
situation. Ho regards tho outlook with 
concern, but has not determined to call out 
tho militia. Sheriff Wilholm, of Fayette 
county, and Sheriff P. J. Cann, of West- 
moreland county, havo been notifiod. 

A Contiollsville, Pa, despatch save: 
Lato reports from Brandford say that ten 
Hungarians woro killed to-niuht or futally 
injured, by tho deputies and citizens who 
wero pursuing them for the murder of Chief 
Engineer Paddock. A sonsational rumor 
was rocoivod hero at 11 o'clock 
to-night to tho tfLct that tho 
clerks, tho compiny's officials, and 
doputies in the offloes of tho Frick and Mo- 
Cluro companies aro besieged by a mob of 
1,500 strikers, and that the rioters aro mak- 
ing menacing demonstrations. A telophono 
message from tho company's storo partly 
oonfirms tho rumor.

St. John's, Nfld., April 4 — The political 
orisis in Newfoundland is about to como to 
a head. In tho assemblies the revenuo 
tariff bill or tho supplies havo not yet been 
passed owing to a state of uffairs resembling 
a dead-look, and there is intense oxcitemont 
and much speculation rogarding tho out- 
come of affairs. Yesterday morning 
tho members composing tho Govern- 
ment party, waitod npon Governor O'Brien 
and requosted that he dissolve tho Legisla- 
ture forthwith. They prosonted a declara- 
tion pledging themselvoa to stand together. 
The declaration complained that tho trials 
of the coses for corrupt praotices during tho 
oleotionB, woro instituted against tho 
Government members by their defeated op- 
ponouta out of revenge, and that the judgo 
before whom tho caaes woro triod was un - 
duly restrained from tho proper construction 
of the law becouso of his former associa- 
tions with tho pereons who instigated tho 
potitions. 

Tho declaration also stated that tho Gov- 
ernment members would combine to defeat 
all legislation in case a dissolution was re- 
fused. This would bo accomplished by 
tho ministers resigning and going 
over to the Opposition, thus leav- 
ing tho Govornor lo select a new 
Ministry from tho Opposition. Ab tho lat« 
ter are outnumbered two to cno, it is obvi- 
ous that they would be unable to accom- 
plish anything, no that dissolution is the 
only alternative. The Governor asked for 
time to consider tho matter. 

Tho Opposition argue that a dissolution 
of tho Legislature is not necessary owing to 
the general oleotion having been hold so re- 
cently, nor does constitutional usage permit) 
the granting of such a request, when it is 
sought simply because tho present trials 
aro certain to unseat the remainder of 
tho Government members. The Opposition 
claim that the request of tho Government 
for dissolution is simply a ruso whereby they 
hope to be enabled to continuo thoir political 
existence, and avoid being disqualified by the 
courts if compelled to stand trial, whioh 
would prevent them from contesting for 
seats in tho Legislature again. It is urged 
that tho Government is in duty bound to 
aot on public business beforo tho House or 
resign, in which caso the Opposition is will- 
ing to tako tho reins of power, and abide by 
tho decision of tho country. Tho purport of 
both documents will be cabled to the Eag- 
Hsh Government. 



QUIET RESTORED. 



The Situation in South Carolina Im- 
proved— Tillman's Proclamation 
Ignored in Columbia. 

He Has, It Is Held, Transcended His 
Powers and Will Be Called 
to Account. 



Colombia, S.C., April 4 —Everything is 
quiet hore to day. Both factions regard 
conditions as moro pacifio than they have 
been at any previous time since tho excite- 
ment began. Notwithstanding those 
Bymptoms, it is easy to see that tho peoplo 
aro still excited, and tho animosities which 
havo been engendered aro intense. Mayor 
Fisher, of Columbia, says ho shall pay n 
attention to the Governor's proclama- 
tion of yesterday, taking control 
of the police, under tho advico of 
tho city attorney. Ho saya he 
shall treat it as utterly without authority. 
It is held by tho city authorities that tho 
Governor baa no right to take control of tho 
police except in caso of riot, and then with 
the aequicBccnco of tho local authorities. 
Ho cannot discharge nor appoint policemen, 
and there is no penalty for their refusal to 
obey tho Governor's ordors under any cir- 
cumstances. Governor Tillman's friends in- 
sist that ho has in no wiso transcended his 
authority, and that ho is commander in ohiof 
of the civilian police as woll aa tho militia 
forcoa of tho stato and that if thero shall bo 
any claBh as to the governor's authority, a 
special session of tho legislature will bo 
called and tho governor's powers clearly do- 
fined. It is u notorious fact that there aro 
moro than 30 "blind" tigera in full opera- 
tion in the city of Columbia at this time. 



THE U. S. CANNOT INTERFERE. 

A Case In Which They Admit it Is Not for 
Them to Poko Their Noses. 

Washington, April 4. — President Cleve- 
land luBt night received a cable appeal from 
tho Masonic Lodgo of Argentine, urging 
him to intercede to havo tho Government of 
tho Argentine permit tho landing of Brazil- 
ian refugees from tho Portuguoso vessels at 
Buenos Ayrcs ; but it is impossible for him 
to interfere in tho mattor, and the Stato 
Department will reply to that offset to-day. 
The administration holds that it cannot 
consistently tako aotion whoro the interests 
of Americans aro not jeopardized, and no 
oxcoptioncan bo mado in this instance. 



THE PANAMA CANAL. 

A Syndicate of FIvo to lie Entrusted With 
the Founding of a New Company. 

Paris, April 4. — Persons representing 
722,000 shares in tho Panama canal enter- 
prise mot hero to-day and resolved to en- 
trust a syndicate of Uvo with tho founding 
ot a new company to comploto the canal.

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BRITISH COLUMBIA MATTERS 

The Behriuff Sea Question Discussed 
[in the Senate by Hon. W> 
J. Macdonald. 



Benelits of tho Fast Atlantic Service 
—Diversion of Travel to 
Canadian Route. 



The following speech was delivered in the 
Sonato on Murch 21, by Hon. W. J. Mao- 
donald, in speaking on the reply to tho ad- 
dross from tho Throne : 

Hon. Mr. Maodouald (B.C.) -I think tho 
Bohring Sea question is tho ono which 
comes most prominently before tho House 
on this occasion, lr, is ono in which I luve 
taken great interest, and I have urged the 
question on the attention of the Govern- 
ment, and tried to got thorn to impress it on 
tho Eoglish authorities. It must be very 
gratifying to Canada and to England also 
that tho finding of tho court at Paris has 
settled a very important international ques- 
tion — tho question of maritime jurisdiction, 
and I think a great deal of good has been 
dono*in that way. In view of tho import- 
ance of these questions, I waa very much 
surprised to find an hon. rnomber of ttiia 
House, a gentleman of ability and astute 
ness, belittling tho mattor and intimating 
that it did not amount to anything. It waB 
simply a question of two and two make four 
and cf tho eupturo of Holland by tho Dutcdi. 
I think these questions aro highly impor- 
tant. Thoy roprescnt tho contentions of 
sixty-fivo millions of people, backod up by 
armed force. They aro the contentions which 
have lod to tho seizure of British property 
and to the imprisonment of British subjects. 
Aro not these very gravo and impor- 
tant questions '/ thoy aro also the conten- 
tions of a nation of peoplo who are not all 
fools, peoplo who know pretty well what 
they want and generally manage to get their 
own way. No question which haa been bo- 
foro the country siuco tho Treaty of Wash- 
ington has been of so much importance as 
this quojtion submitted to tho arbitrators in 
Paris. My hon. friend from New West- 
minster, Mr. Molnnos, intimated that he 
approved of the reBiilt of the Treaty of 
Washington, on account, no doubt, of the 
money paid over by tho United States gov- 
ernment, but I may say that that treaty was 
tho result of an application of tho same 
principle as was the treaty recently arrived 
at in Paris. A board of commissioners were 
appointed and a Canadian was given a seat 
on tho board. Ho was tho first ono over 
appointed in connection with the making of 
a treaty of that kind. I refer to tho late 
Sir John Macdo'nald. I was a member of 
the House when tho bill was brought in by 
tho Premier, which had for its objeot the 
ratification of that treaty, and 1 recollect 
very distinctly that there was a howl from 
end to end of the country ; that everything 
was going to ruin in this country, and tho 
dissatisfaction was general. It may bo that 
this treaty will be another oxamplo of tho 
same kind. Wo cannot say what tho results 
will bo at this time. At the time of the 
Washington treaty oven the friends of tho 
Government complained that we had done 
a wrong thing, and I recollect that ono of 
tho first subjects upon which I spoko in this 
House was that very treaty, and I am free 
to say that I did not undertake the task with 
a very good grace, because the result waa 
not ono of which I approved. It now is 
clear that those who opposed that treaty 
were wrong and that it really was a benefit 
to Canada. It brought about peace between 
the two countries, and no one is inclined 
now to complain of its provisions. If tho 
arbitration at Paris had stopped at tho point 
of entering upon the task of framing regula- 
tions, all wouid have been well, and if this 
Government and the Government of tho 
United States had been allowed to arrange 
their own regulations, things would have 
been bettor, but such waa not the caGO. Re- 
gulations were suggested by tho arbitrators, 
which I may Bay hnvo not yet becomo law, 
which do not pleaao the Govern- 
ment of this country, and do not 
pleaBe tho Government of the United 
States, and they certainly do not please our 
peoplo in British Columbia, or indeed the 
peoplo of any part of Canada. I believe 
they are now under discussion at Washing- 
ton by tho British Minister there and the 
Secretary of State for that country, and 
here I claim tho oar of the Ministers, while 
I suggest the policy to bo pursued. While 
special care Ehould bo taken in any modifi- 
cation of tho regulations, or in the framing 
of any of the regulations, that tho Ameri- 
cans do not get undue advantage, I would 
suggest that experts, who know tho habits 
of the seal, should bo consulted, and, if any 
opportunity is presented, to eee that regu- 
lations aro framed with. a little more fair- 
ness towards Canada and towards British 
Columbia. If the z me of sixty miles can 
only be lessened, and if tt;» use of firearms 
iu Behr'"[> Soa can be allowed, then the 
valid objections to luo treaty would be 
overcome. I do not know what may bo pos- 
sible, but I trust that the Government will 
uso the greatest care bc'ore assenting to 
any regulations covering the seal fisheries in 
tho Bohring Sea. I am myself not ablo to 
Bay what the close season should be, but I 
think there should bo a closo season to pro- 
vent the destruction of tho eeal 
species. Forty or fifty of our ves- 
sels havo left British Columbia and 
have gone to different parts of tho 
ocean, some away down to California, some 
across to Japan and to different points, but 
thoy aro all working under a great deal of 
uncertainty. Thoy havo no idea whethor 
those regulations will bo enforced or 
whether tho modus vivondi that has pro- 
vailed during tho paat few yeara will be re- 
sorted to or not. They would profor tho 
modus vivondi which would enable them to 
uso the weapons thoy havo us>d in tho kill- 
ing of seals. Now, tho enforcement of tho 
regulations will bo fouud very cumbcrsomo 
and expensive, and, in fact, almost imprac- 
ticable The Government of Kngland 
having no direct interest in the mattor, 
would, I think, use overy moans to avoid 
tho great oxponso and great troublo and 
labor inc dent to tho patrol of the Northern 
Pacific Ocean. What tho outcome will bo 
wo shall see later on, but at tho present 
timo I am firmly of tho opinion that the 
Government of Canada at leant should not 
carry on any patrol of that kind. It would 
not bo worth the expense. It would bo 
cheaper to buy out tho Bealera at once and 
give them compensation for the vessels, 
which would not amount to very much. 

Having uaid so much about Bohring Soa, 
and hoping that tho Government will weigh 
what I havo said on the subject of the regu- 
lations, I wish to say a word about the fast 
Atlantic aorvice. There can bo no question 
it would bo of vast benefit to thia country. 
Tho bringing of our moils and of a certain 
class of paasengera and of light freight to our 
shores an quickly as possiblo would bo a 
great Stimulus to tho country, and I confess 
to hearing with surprise tho remark of tho 
hon. gentleman from Halifax, who belittled 
and decried this sorvico, It is quite un- 
accountable to mo, because we all know that 



ono of the nutters which all nations hold to 
bj of tho highest importance, is tho obtain- 
ing of rapid communication between foreign 
countries and their own ports. The hor, 
gmtlemun from Halifax asked what benefit 
huch a tervico would be, what benefit it wai 
to bring mails and paaeenpers a few hou a 
earlier than by ordinary lines. Why, tl 3 
benefits aro enormous. Any ono can see the 
benefits which would accrue. Aa soon as wo 
establish a lino which will carry people com- 
fortably, quickly and safely aorosa tho At- 
lantic, we will have a largo travel, 
and we all know that incoming 
settlors, even immigrants, bring a 
ereat deal of money into tho coun- 
try, but still moro would bo brought by the 
wealthy travellers. Even the supplying of 
food, of fuel and other things required for 
thoir immediate consumption on arrival in 
this country, would bo of vtat benefit to the 
city of Halifax. Tho hon. tho Minister of 
Agriculture spoaks of tho many passengers 
who go to Europe by way of Now York, and 
tho reason is obvious. They havo thero tho 
fastest and tbo finest steamers, making the 
passage in half the time our stoamera do. 
When we have a lino of steamers on an 
equal footing with those entering the port 
of Now York, we will bo ablo to divert a 
part of the travol from tho United States to 
Europo, as well as to carry all pasBongcrs 
from Canada. Tho hon. gentleman from 
Halifax also said that this was to bo an elec- 
tion cry in Nova Scotia. If this is tho case, 
what does it show ? 

Hon. Mr. Angers — That it ia popular 
triors. 

Hon. Mr. Macdonald (B.C. )— It shows 
that tho sorvico would bo appreciated 
by tho people of Nova Seotla. It showB also 
that tho sentiments of tho hon. gentleman 
are not those of tho peoplo of Nova Scotia. 
It further shows that if tho improvement of 
communication and tho opening up of av- 
enues of trode wero loft to a certain politi- 
cal party this country would bo to-day a 
terra incognita Tho whole of this vast 
Dominion would bo occupied by a fow fish- 
ing villages aDd Indian wigwams. Fortun- 
ately, the destinies of this couutry aro in 
tho hands of men who have courage and en- 
terprise, who are full of hope for the future 
progress of this country, men who intend 
that Canada shall take a front placo.

SNEAKING SLANDERERS. 

The reader of tho debate on the Nakusp & 
Slooan railway sees that the Opposition 
have not abandoned their policy of slander 
by insinuation, inuendo and suggestion. 
Tho Government have given them much 
moro information than was needed to form a 
fair and an intelligent opinion on tho trans- 
action, and they have had ample time and 
opportunity to mako enquiries for them- 
selves into evorything connected with tho 
negotiations and arrangements in which the 
Government took part. Thoy have not been 
able to] find that tho Government, or any 
member of it, did anything in connection 
with the road that is in tho slightest degree 
improper. Yot the Leader of the Opposi- 
tion and his followers during the debate did 
nH hesitate to use language intended to 
convoy tho improuaion that the transaction, 
as far as the Government was concerned, 
was a corrupt ono. 

It is impossible to eonceivo of a meaner 
or moro cowardly course than this. If the 
leader of tho Opposition is in possession of 
any ovidence that would justify tho insinua- 
tions which ho has mado, it waa hia duty to 
produce it. He should havo had tho cour- 
age and tho manliness to formulato his 
chargos, to put thom in such a shape that 
they could be met. No one but a coward 
and a sneak in grain endeavors by hints and 
shrugs and ambiguous phrases to convey an 
impression prejudicial to those whom ho is 
t ying to injure, When ho does this in a 
body in which speech is froo and privileged, 
ho is without the shadow of an oxcuso ior 
hia meanness and his malignity. 

If Mr. Beaven, Mr. Sword, Mr. Brown 
and Mr. Cotton calculato that tho charges 
which they daro not openly make on tho 
fbor of the Legislative chamber, will bo 
effective us ammunition on tho platform 
during the oleotion campaign, thoy are very 
much mistaken. Tho electors love manly 
dealing and fair play, aud they despise a 
Buoak and a Blanderer. Tho men who are 
afraid to openly charge tho Government 
with misdoing in tho Legislature, whore 
thoy havo every opportunity of proving 
their accusations if thero io any ovidonco to 
support thorn, will bo treated with con- 
tempt when thoy try to insinuate thom a', 
publio mootings. Thoy will bo nskod why 
thoy did not profor and prove them when 
they had tho ohanco, Thoy will bo forced 
to admit that they could not. Tho rejoin- 
der to that admission ia on tho tip of every 
honest and manly man's tongue. It is : 
" Why thon did you not hold your tonguo? 
If you could not provo what you are hinting 
at thon, you oannob now. " Tho charac- 
ters of public men who are doing thoir 
boat to boneQt tho Provinco are not 
to bo damaged by tho insinuations of sneaks 
and cowarda who huwo not tho pluok or the 
honosty to say what thoy mean plainly nnd 
openly. The Opposition havo had thoir 
opportunity. Thoy began by Industriously 
and slyly creating tho impression that 
everything waa not straight in tho Nakuap 
and Slocan "doal." Thoy fishod for ovi- 
donco to support tho charges which thoy 
dare not mako. Tho Government went out 
of thoir way to obtain for thom tho informa- 
tion they asked for. Having obtained it, 
and having had ample timo to study it, thoy 
dlscovorod that thero was nothing on which 



to bise tho ohargea which they wished, but 
were afraid to mako. They did not possess 
sufficient honorable principle or manliness 
to keep the suspioione, which they found 
to be groundless, to theniBolvos, bub gave 
expression to thom in their speeches with 
the intention of doing Bneakingly and In- 
direotly what thoy found it impossible to do 
openly and in a manly fashion. Tho poople 
of this Provinco have, no doubt, taken tho 
moasure of the mon who expect to accom- 
plish thoir purposes by falso accusation and 
alander, and will troat them as thoy de- 
serve. 



DIFFICULTIES OF PROHIBITION. 

The prohibitionists are very earneBb and 
exceedingly zealous. Thoy honestly bolievo 
that their caUBe is a good ono and that thero 
would be no very great difficulty in muking 
the alterations in the laws which prohibition 
would render necessary. But tho groater 
numbor of thom havo not thought muoh 
about this matter, aud thoy, consequently, 
havo but a vory hazy idea of what tho enact- 
ment of a law prohibiting tho importation, 
sale and manufacture of intoxicating drinks 
roally moans. 

In the first placo tho Government would 
havo to find waya and means of raising tho 
nine millions or so of dollars which prohibi 
tion would take from tho Dominion rovenue 
Nino millions of dollars means ono dollar 
and eighty conts a hoad for ovory man 
woman and child in tho country. There is not 
a Finance Minister in the Dominion, aotual 
or possible, who would not bo appalled at 
tho thought of being required to impose 
new taxes to tho amount of nino millions. 
We are quito familiar with tho eoutimontul 
solution of this problem which eomo good 
people aro ready to furnish at a moment's 
notice. But when it oomcs to the business 
of imposing taxea and paying taxes, souti- 
ment in this proBiac world does not go a 
vory long way. Wo do not say that tho 
task is an impossible one, but wo aro quite 
satisfied that an attompt to perform it 
would bo diBarrango tho financial depart 
ment of the Government that it would be 
years before it would bo in good working 
ordor again. When, therefore, Sir John 
Thompson and hiB colleagues are 
asked to favor tho enactment of a prohibi 
tory law, they see a groat deal moro in tho 
request than do Dinety-nine hundredths o 
thoso who mako it. What tho potitionois 
regard as a comparatively easy task, the 
statesmen look upon us a work of colossal 
proportions. People, no matter what their 
views on the prohibition question may be, 
Bhould not wonder when Sir John Thomp 
son, the Hon. Mr. Foster orany othorstatea 
man hositates when ho ia asked to pledge 
himself to use hia talents and his influenco 
to prccuro tho enactment of a prohibition 
law. 

When such a request waB mado to the 
Dominion Promior a few days'ago by a large 
and an influential deputation, he good 
humoredly and in tho most candid mannor 
tried to convinco thom of the difficulties 
that lay in tho way of his giving thom 
definite promise Among other things, ho 
said : 

The best way he could show appreciation 
of the mannor in which they had presented 
their caso was to bo frank with them, and, 
theroforo, he would say that it was out of 
the question that any Act in connection 
with prohibition oould bo put boforo Parlia- 
ment this seasion. They would all appreci- 
ate tho reasons for that. They would all 
understand that beforo any measure could 
be presented to Parliament, a most careful 
and painstaking study of tho rovonue wants 
of the country would have to bo made. 
There wore a hundred other considerations 
For instance, with regard to enforcement, 
the date of tho Act coming into force, etc. 
All these matters would havo to bo oarefully 
considered and Btudied beforo a bill could 
be presented to Parliament. Tho question 
of tho displacement of nine millions of r 
onuo could not bo disposed of in a few 
hours. Tho deputation would, therefore, 
realize that they could not expect tho 
Government to mako a pledgo on this 
question for tho present session. With re 
gard to tho future, ho knew what they 
would dosiro him to say, but ho muat toll 
them frankly that he could mako no pledges 
at all. Ho said that out of respect to thom, 
he could do aB some others aro said to havo 
done. He could listen to them and give 
them a pledge and then walk out of it with 
both arms akimbo ; but ho would be false to 
thom and falso to thoao whom thoy repre- 
sented if ho were to do so. Up to tho pre- 
sent, Parliament had been going upon cer- 
tain lines with regard to tho task of ascer- 
taining what this great roform involves, 
whether as regards tho rovenue, provincial, 
Dominion or municipal, with regard to tho 
strength of public opinion, with iegard to 
the private or corporate interests Involved 
in it. A commission had boen sitting for 
the last throo years and taking evidence 
upon theao points. This ovidence would bo 
found exceedingly instructive to public men 
and thoso engaged in this reform. 



THE NEW TARIFF. 

Tho tono of tho Eastern Canadian news- 
papers with rospoot to tho now tariff ia, aB 
far as wo havo seen, reasonable and moder- 
ate Thoy all appear to think that tho tusk 
which tho Finance Minister had to perform 
was one of very great difficulty, and they 
admit that it was impossible for him to 
please all that are intorestod in tho opera- 
tion of tho tariff. Tho new classification 
seems to moot with general approbation. 
Tho tariff has boon greatly simplified. Tho 
goneral complaint hitherto hua beon that it 
was too complicated and too olaborato, nnd 
that it was consequently a matter of great 
difficulty at timos properly to olaBsify 
goods. This difficulty will, wo think, be 
found to have disappeared when tho new 
tariff haa beon a short timo in oporatiou. 

The Conaervativo papers, as might bo ex- 
pooted, speak well of tho tariff, and tho 
Liberal papers critioiso It sharply. This 
was uleo to bo expected. Tho Montreal 
Star, which is neither Liberal nor Tory, and 
which has been a strong advooato of tariff 
reform on protectionist linos, is, on the 
whole, woll pleased with tho new tariff. It 
says that " fuller dlBOussion will bring out 
moro clearly tho effect of tho moasure of 
1 reform ' proposed by the Govornmont ; and 



actual experience under the now tariff will 
do more than all the theorising in the world 
to show whether or not it really restores the 
lost balance between tho manufacturer and 
the oonBumor." 

Of tho speech itsolf tho Star says : 
Mr. Fostor's defonce of the Protective 
principle was exhaustive, cogent and con- 
vincing. Nor was it untimely in theBO 
shifting days, for tho country needs to bo 
stoadiod in its belief in tho National Policy. 
To depopulate our cities and mako tho 
Americans a present of our mechanics 
would be a poor way to improvo the condi- 
tion of tho farmor. Tho readjustment of 
tho iron duties should help both tho iron- 
makers and tho iron-consnmors ; and it dooa 
not appear likely that any roal and worthy 
industry will bo crippled by tho now tariff. 
Howovor, both manufacturer and consumer 
aro pretty cortain to lot us know how tho 
tariff afloat s thom individually; and this 
will bo tho test by which it will stund or 
fall. 

The Star, which waa published on the 
evoning of tho day after tho liudgot Bpooch 
was dolivorcd, contains tho opinions of 
many of tho niorchantB of Montreal on the 
nature of tho changes that havo boen mado. 
Thoy are, as a rule, cautious and moderate 
utterances. Most of tho gentlemen inter- 
viewed ovidently needed moro time to Btudy 
the tariff and to watch its operation before 
thoy gavo any decided opinion on its 
merits. 

Tho Gazette, which is a consistent sup- 
porter of tho Govornmont, notices tho tariff 
favorably. Spoaking of it generally, it 
says : 

Not only havo anomalies in rates boon 
corrected, but tho whole list of duties from 
beginning to end has beon overhauled, and 
to-day tho business of Canada will proceed 
upon a distinctly now baBis, bo far ub prices 
and production aro regulated by fiscal law, 
Tho Government has been careful in its ut, 
terauoes during tho recess to declare that 
tho principle of protection would bo ad- 
hered to, and in his opening speech tho 
Finance Minister reiterated this usauranco 
with great emphasis, supporting tho policy 
of the last fit teo-n yeara by copious citations 
of the Immense benefits derivod therefrom 
by all classes of Ino people. Whether the 
turiff'in all its parts will bo regarded as in 
keepiig with tho pledges to adfquatoly safe- 
guard home industry from foreign competi- 
tion, it ia too early to determine, but the 
firat impresaion of a reading of the now rates 
cortaiuly touds to a doubt with reBpeot to 
more than one article. But tho tariff', as 
formulated by Mr. Foster last night, it is 
well to remember, has been avowedly framed 
to meet the now conditiona of competition 
transportation and coat of production ere 
atcd during tho last docado and a half. 

Tho Toronto Mall exprcaaes itsolf very 
cautiously on tho Bubjeot of tho changes that 
have boen made, neithor praising nor blam 
ing. It speaks of the tariff as "a large 
measure of small reductions" and appears to 
think that thoso reductions in tho aggrogato 
will amount to moro than SI, 500,000. 

Wo soo by our Bpecial tolegrams from 
Ottawa that thero are many manufacturers 
who aro not ploased with the chango, and 
wo will no doubt, hear by and by from tho 
consumers. Wo do not expect that when 
the tariff gets fairly into operation thero 
will be any goneral opposition to tho new 
soalo of duties. Tho necessity of raising a 
revenue of thirty. six millions or theroaboutB 
will havo tho effect of mitigating the criti- 
cisms of many Opposition politicians, who 
would like to help to mako Mr. Foster's 
tariff unpopular. How that amount of 
revenue can bo raised, if any very material 
reduction is mado in the tariff, without re- 
sorting to direct taxation, is a quoation 
which freo trado politicians do not feel very 
greatly disposed to answer.

ANOTHER BOMB EXPLOSION. 

A Paris Restaurant Blown to I'iects— Several 
People Hurt^Ono Man Arrested. 

Paris, April 4. — A bomb was oxplododat 
9:15 o'clock this evening on the window Bill 
of tho Restaurant Foyott, in tho Ruo do 
Conde, near tho Luxembourg. Th.0 restaur- 
ant waa two-thirds full of late diners, and 
pieces of bomb flow through the room, 
smashing tho glasa and crockery. Every- 
body otarted for the door, but tho panic 
abated aa aoon as it became evident that 
only one bomb had been placed. When tho 
police arrived thoy found only throe persons 
injured, ono of thorn, Socialist Taillado, be- 
ing wounded severely in tho hoad. Tho end 
of tho restaurant facing the Ruo do Conde 
was partly wrecked. The windows of tho 
houses for 200 feet up and down the street 
wero smashed into small bits and tho pavo- 
mont was strewn with glaEB. Tho whole 
neighborhood was 6hakon, and tho audi- 
enco in tho Odeon theatre, hardly 150 
yarda distant, was badly frightened. At 
first many rose to Ioave, but tho manager 
quieted their fears, and the performance 
proceeded to thn end. Many people hur- 
ried to tho cafo immediately aftor the oi- 
plosion, and the military guard of the stato 
was called to arms. Ten minutes after tho 
explosion tho Profect of Polico was at hand, 
and tho wholo force of tho district was 
speedily ou tho Bceno bo as to provenb the 
encapo of tho man who had placed the 
bomb. Immediately after tho explosion 
thoro was one arrest. 

Another arrest was mado by the police 
before midnight. Tho bomb was a proserved 
moat can filled with dynamite and old nails. 
A waiter who was near tho window at the 
time of tho explosion says that ho saw a 
workingmnn about 30 years old place the 
bomb in a flower pot on tho window and 
then run down tho street.

BLAND SEIGNIORAGE BILL. 

It Fnlls to Purs thel House of Representatives 
— Peculiar Circumstances Attend- 
ing tho Vote. 

Washington, April 4.— Very muoh to 
tho surprise of almost overyoue, tho Houso 
to-day disposed of tho Bland Seigniorage 
bill, refusing to pass it over the President's 
veto, tho vote being, yeas 144, mys 114, not 
the majority required by tho constitution. 
Tho bill camo up after tho Houso had voted 
to soat Warren D. English (Dem.). Mr. 
Bland had been willing to givo way with his 
Scigniorugo bill to tho bill lnssod by tho 
Senate yesterday, to enforce and make 
effeotivo tho regulations for tho protection 
of fur seal recommended by tho Paria 
Tribunal of arbitration ; but a demand waa 
m:\de by Mr. Pain (Rep., New York) for 
tho regular order. This cleared tho way for 
the Bland bill, and ita author culled 
up tho President's veto message. 
Ho gavo notico that ho would usk tho 
previous question on tho motion to pass tho 
bill over tho veto at 3 p.m. Saturday; but 
in tho confusion which prevailed, whilo the 
matter of an agreement upon closing the 
debate waa bolug diacuaaed, no attempt was 
mado to speak on tho bill or message until 
aftor tho Speaker had put tho question of 
tho passage of tho bill and the roll call had 
bogun. Ho then declared it to be too late 
to enter upon tho debate, and against the 
protests of tho Republicans and Democrats 
opposed to tho passage of the bill, and amid 
great excitement, ordered tho roll call to 
proceed to a conclusion. It was completed 
at 5 o'clock, and immediately upon tho an- 
nouncement that tho bill had failed to pass 
tho Houbo udjourned until to-morrow at 12 
o'clock.

Fourth Session or the Sixth Parliament. 

FORTY-EIGHTH DAY. 

Wednesday, April 4, 1S94. 

The Speaker took the chair at 11 a.m. 

Mr. McKer/.'.o, chairman, proaontod tho 
report of tho select committeo on tb.o 
Gauvreau expedition. Tho report U ac- 
companied by 197 pagCB of typewritten 
ovidenco. It finds tho ohargea mado ngainet 
tho management of the expedition not bub- 
tained ; but makes Borne recommendations 
■with respect to the fitting out, and regula- 
tion of future undertakings of this character. 
It was deoidod to put tho evidence where it 
may be examined by all concerned, and to 
print only tho report. 

Hon. Mr Heaven presented a petition 
from R. T. Williams, charging extravagance 
and favoritism in tho distribution of the 
binding work required by tho province ; 
and praying that tendors bo cilled for tho 
binding required for 1894, bo that ho and 
others may have an equal chanco to compote 
for it. 

Tho potition on tho samo Bubjeot pre- 
sented yesterday was declared by tho 
Speaker to bo out of ordor aa it oontainu no 
prayer ; but thiB one ho said ho would not 
rulo out, though it was irregular i.n the 
matter of an alteration in tho aignaturo, 
which first was printed and then written. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven moved that tho peti- 
tion bo received and printed. 

Hon. Mr. Turner said thoro are several 
very obj jctionablo statements in tho poti- 
tion, and ho muBt aak that tho rulo of the 
houso bo appliod, requiring it to lio on tho 
table twenty-four hours beforo it can b- 
dealt with. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon agreed with this. Hu 
thought it a very wrong practice to put 
statements like thoso in tho sessional papers 
without the very satisfactory answers tha 
may be mado to thorn, as one sided stories 
of thiB nature being thus given to tho world 
aro apt to create a very wroDg impression 

Afcor further discussion tho potition was 
laid over according to rule. 

BOUNTY ON LEAD. 

Mr. Rogers moved : " Whereas by the 
Dominion tariff a, bounty of two dollars per 
ton on pig iron is allowed ; and whereas 
thoro is a largo quantity of loud ore in the 
province which might bo mined and become 
a valuable industry and sourco of profit : 
Therefore bo it resolved, that the Dominion 
government bo urgod to make a Bimtlar 
regulation in the tariff and allow a bounty 
on pig loud " Tho mover said tho lead 
mining industry promises to bo a very 
important ono in the Nicola country and 
in Cariboo, and there is a large 
quantity of lead consumed in canning and 
other operations, now imported but which 
might well be produced iu tho provinco if 
the desired protect ion orbouuty were given. 
Ho gavo figures to show tho large consump- 
tion of load throughout tho dominion, and 
held that it would bo a benefit not only to 
this province but to tho whole country if 
his resolution were acted upon. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven said all tho lead used 
in tho Dominion is not enough to keep one 
good mine running, and til" market for the 
lead found in this province must bo looked 
for in tho United StatoB. Ho was not quito 
sure what pig lead is, but preaumed it ia the 
product of tho load ore; and his itnpreesion 
■was that tho resolution can do neither harm 
nor good. 

Hon. Col Baker said thoro ia no doubt 
that the proposition of tho hon. member for 
Cariboo would bs one of very great conven- 
ience to the minora of this province, but as 
had been euid the consumption in the Domin- 
ion is very amall, and it ia to the United 
States that thie province must look for a 
market. Ho was happy to say that tho 
heavy duty on lead entering the United 
States is very shortly to bo lowered, which 
w ill be conBiderablo encouragement to the 
minois of this provinco. 

Mr Grant favorod tho resolution, and 
would go further and include copper. He 
thought that with a little encouragement 
lead could bo exported in large quantities 
from thiB province to China. 

Tho resolution waa adopted, 

HALL MINES. 

Tho houso ogain went into committeo on 
the Hall mineB bill, Mr. Rogers in the chair.

Hon. Mr. Turner presented a message 
from His Honor the Liout.-Governor trans 
mitting further supplementary estimates fcr 
the yeur ending DOth Juno, 189-1.

The houso again went into committee on 
tho bill to amend tho public school act.

Mr Brown aeked : 1. Have any charges 
been preferred aqainBt the government 
agent in West Kootcn&y district (Mr.

1. If bo, why wore no steps taken until after 
the occurronco of thoso crimeB ? 

HON. Mr. Davie — Information has been 
from time to time forwarded to tho Attor- 
ney General's department regarding liquor 
traffic and general order amongst tho In- 
dians, but further than this no complaints of 
lawlessness have been rcooived, and as stated 
in my answer to tho lion, gentleman on tho 
20th March last all reasonable steps have 
been taken consistent with tho scattorod 
nature of tho settlements and the geographi- 
cal peculiarities of tho district, to render 
life and property socuro. The inference of 
tho lion, gentleman's question that no Btops 
for tho promotion of order wero taken be- 
fore the two crimes mentioned, is contrary 
to tho fact. Further information upon the 
subject is contained in my answer to the

LEGAL IN I'ELLIGENCE. 



Verdict for the Plaintiff in the Suit of 
Wolley v Lowenuerg, Harris & Co, 

Hon. Mr. Juatico Walkem occupied the 
nntiro forenoon yeaterduy in hia chargo to 
tho jury in tho Buit ol Wolley v. Lowenberg, 
Harris & Co., tho learned judgo going ex- 
haustively into the facts and law of the 
case, concluding by submitting the follow- 
ing series of queationa to the jury, whose 
answers aro aleo given : 

1. Did Mr. Snowden, as a member of the 
defendants' firm, givo the plaintiff reason to 
believe, and to rely on that belief, that tho 
defendants were acting aB agents for him 
(the plaintiff) in the negotiations that led to 
the loan mentioned in tho pleadings being 
mado ? A. Yea. 

2. Did Mr. Snowdon, aa such member of 
the firm, beforo, or at tho time, tho loan 
was completed and tho money paid over, 
show tho plaintifi, or inform him of, tho 
valuation of tho lund in queBtion which had 
been made by Messrs. Shotbolt and Baker ? 
A. No. 

3. Did tho plaintiff, if ho saw or know of 
the valuation, accept that valuation and 
make the loan in consequence of it ? A. No. 

4 Did tho defendants adopt that valua- 
tion as tho eorreot valuation, without fur- 
ther inquiry 1 A. Yes. 

5. If they did 80, did they, in doing bo, 
use duo skill and diligonco as valuators in 
arriving at tho valuo of the land in question 
aa security for the loan ? A. No. 

(j. Did Mr. Snowden stale to the plaintiff 
that the land was first class security for tho 
contemplated loan, and bearing in mind that 
tho loan was for threo years, waa such state- 
ment true 3 A. Mr. Snowden did so state, 
and Eiich statement waa not true. 

7. Did Mr. Snowden state to the plaintiff 
that Mr. Hodge, the intending borrower, 
was a thrifty, hard-working man, and, if so, 
was tho statement true, and had Mr. Snow- 
den good reason for making it ? A. To tho 
first part of the question, yia ; to tho sec- 
second and third parts, no. 

8 Wero tho statements mado by Mr. 
Snowden aa to tho valuo of the security and 
the character of tho intending borrower 
based upon personal knowledge ? A. No. 

9. Wero such statements mado rcck- 
leaaly ? A. Yes. 

10. Did Mr. Snowden, on behalf of his 
firm as agents for tho plaintiff, advise him 
to accept tho investment, and did tho plain- 
tiff act solely on that advice 1 A. Yob. 

11. Has plaintiff been paid anything on 
account of principal or interest on hia mort 
gage ? A. One year's interest. 

12 HaB ho endeavored to sell the mort- 
gaged premises, and, if so, has he been able 
to realise any sum therefor? A. To tho 
first part, yes ; to tho second, no. 

13 In uny event, if it bo decided that the 
mortgage shall bo transferred to the t'ofend- 
antB, what damages ia tho plaintiff entitled 
to ? A. Tho amount of the principal, 
S'j.oOO, with tho intercit duo and unpaid 
thereon. 

Mr. Bodwell then moved for judgment 
for the plaintiff in tho full amount sued for, 
$5,500, and interest thereon at 8.J por cent, 
from tho dato of tho mortgage, together 
with costs. 

Mr. MeColl asked that tho motion for 
judgment bo allowed to stand over for a 
Bhort time, but hia Lordship said if tho 
learned counsel for the defenco could ahow 
any reason for granting it, he (his Lord- 
ship) would ho only too glad to do so.

It only involved 
some §5,500, but literally involves some 
millions— I did not want to prt judico your 
minds by telling you to in my charge — and 
the character of investmento generally in 
this Provinco ; and your verdict will 
bo a practical instruction — I do 
not use the word lesson — t 
practical instruction to brokers 
brokora need not imagine by your verdict 
that thoy necessarily guaranteo the loans; 
but they muat know from your verdict hero 
tho proper way in which to valuo a farm. 
If you want to buy a farm, you go out and 
look at it, you ask tho number of acres and 
tho kind of aoil, you know whether it is 
near tho market, and you judgo for yourself 
whether it ia loam, good productive soil or 
not, and you make your calculation of the 
profit to be derived from what that farm 
will produce, and then calculato its valuo. 
That is tho truo ve.luo of tho farm. I am 
glnd tho property involved hero is a farm, 
because thcro might have beeri ombar>as«ing 
questions about other property. But gen 
tlomon who make estimates of the character 
of the one you have considered in thia caao 
cannot corns in hero and say that they mei 
something elec, and that they deducted 50 or 
GO per cent, of tlio estimate, and never 
thought of tho true value of the farm ao alt. 
It is practically a mercantile jury that have 
decided this question. I am glad it is. A 
jury used to dealing with mercantile and 
business matters. Every ono of you aro 
moro or less engaged in business. And I 
tako tho liberty of telling you that I oou- 
aider tho verdict common sense,

A BY-LAW 

For raising tho sum of 555,000 for Lighting 
purposes. 

WnEUEAS, Tho present, lighting systom of 
tho City of Victoria is insufficient, it la expedi- 
ent and necessary to construct and oporato 
works for supplying tho inhabitants of the 
Municipality of tho City of Victorlo with oleo- 
trio Unlit, and for that purposo to raico, by way 
of loan upon tho credit of thosaid city, the sum 
of $55,000 ; 

And WnERBAS, it will require tho sum of 
§2.835.38 to bo raised annually by rato for tho 
payment of tho new debt and intorost; 

And WBKREAB, Tho wholo ratnblo land and 
Improvements or roal property of the said Cor- 
poration of tho City of Victoria according to 
tho last rovleed assessment roll for tho yoar 
1803, is $18,511,412 ; 

And WHEREAS, It will roquiro an annual rato 
of 10-100 of ono mill in tho dollar for paying such 
now dobt and intorest ; 

Be it Therefore Enacted by the Muni- 
cipal Ccuncll of tho Corporation of tho City of 
Victoria aB follows: 

Sco. 1. It Bhull be lawful for tho Mayor of tho 
Corporation of tho City of Victoria to borrow 
upon the credit of tho eaid Corporation by way 
of tho doboiituroa hoiolnaftor montioned, from 
any person or porsons, body or bodies corpo - 
rato, who may be willing to advance tho samo 
as a loan, a sum of money not oxceedlng In tho 
wholo tho Bum of ?53,lt0 ourroncy (or sterling 
monoy, at tho rato of 1.803 dollars to tho ono 
pound sterling), and to cause all such sums ao 
raised or rccoived to bo paid into tho hands o( 
tho Treasurer of tho said Corporation, for tho 
purposo and with tho obicct horeinboforo re- 
cited . 

Soc. 2. It shall bo lawful for the said Mayor 
to causo any uumbor of debonturos to bo mado, 
executed and issued for such sums as may bo 
required, not exceeding, however, tho gum of 
§55,000 olthor In currency (or sterling monoy at 
tho rato of 1,863 dollars to tho oro pound stcr 
ling) as may bo required, each of tho said 
dobentures being of tho amount of §1,000 or Its 
Btorling equivalent at tho rato aforesaid, and 
all such dobontuies shall bo sealed with tho 
soal of tho Corporation and signed by tho 
Mayor thoreof. 

Soc. 3. Thosaid dobonturcs shall bear dato 
tho 1st day of May, 1831, and Bhall bo mado 
payable In fifty years from tho Bald dato at 
such plnco oithor in Groat Britain, tho United 
Statsa of Amorica, or tho Dominion of Canada, 
as may bo designated thereon, and shall havo 
attached to them coupons for tho payment of 
Intorest, and tho signatures to tho intoreBt 
coupons may bo oithor writton, Btamped, 
printed or lithographed. 

See, 1. Thosaid debentures shall bear inter- 
est at the rate of 11 per cent, por annum from 
tho dato thoreof, which Interest shall bo pay- 
ablo half-yearly at such place, eithor in Great 
Britain, tho United States of America, or tho 
Dominion of Canada, as may bo oipressod In 
tho dobentures and coupons. 

Sec. 5. It shall bo lawful for tho said Mayor 
to causo tho said debentures and the interest 
Coupons, oithor or both, to bo made payable at 
such plac-\ oithor in Groat Britain, tho United 
States, or tho Dominion of Canada, na mny bo 
desired. 

Sec. 0. For tho purpose of raising annually n 
certain specific sum lor tho payment of the in- 
torost on the said dobentures during their cur- 
rency, there shall bo raiaed annually tho sum 
of §2.175, and for tho purposo ol raising 
annually a certain specific sum for tho pay- 
ment of tho debt at maturity, there shall bo 
raised annually tho Bum of §300.38. 

Soo, 7. For tho purposo of paymont of tho 
said sunia in tho noxt preceding paragraph 
mentioned, thoro shall ho raised and lovled in 
each year airoto of 10-1C0 of ono mill in tho 
dollar on nil tho ratnblo land or Improve- 
ments or real property in tho Municipality of 
the said corpirntion of tho City of Victoria 
during the continuanco of the said debentures 
or any of them. 

Sec. 8. That it shall bo lawful for tho said 
Municipal Council from timo to tlmo to pur- 
chase any of tho said debent ures, and such 
dobonturcs shall bo bo expressed ns to entitle 
the said Council to redeem and purchaso tho 
samo on paying tha amount thereof and tho 
interest duo thereon at tho dato of such pur- 
chaso, to the holdo' or holders thereof, at any 
time after twonty-flvo years from tho dato of 
issuanco of the said debentures. 

Sec. 9. This by law shall, beforo tho final 
pisaago thereof, rccolvo tho nssent of tho 
electors of tho said Corporation in the manner 
provided for In tho Municipal Act, 1892, and 
amendment'! thereto, and shall tako effect on 
the 1st day of Mny, 1831. 

Sec. 10. Thia By-Law may bo cited for all 
purposes ns tho "Electric Lighting By Law, 
1891."

WHERE is sucli a vari- 
f/:/hty of tilings to seo, and 
^nothing, after all, that 
// ono can set down as 
startlingly new in tho 
way of fashion, that the 
mind almost gives way 
under tho strain, and 
•d after a day of such sight- 
seeing with a headache and sleeps in a 
nightmare of colors and combinations, 
of shapes and designs. If there is any- 
thing more distinctly now than any- 
thing else, it is the remarkable corsages. 
I cannot begin to count the different 
fancies, or perhaps one could better de- 
fine them as caprices, that one finds now. 
There is a certain family resemblance, 
after all. in that the sleeves have swelled 
up again as if newly inflated by gas. 
There are costumes with long basques 
nnd .with short ones, with Spi iicer 
waists and some almost without any 
wnists at all. There are blouses and 
Etons, surplices and pointed waists, and, 
in fact, then' is no stylo of waist that 
has not its counterpart in those of to- 
day, with variations, as they say, of tho 
flourishes the musicians add to the dear 
old ballads whoso truest charm lies in 
their simplicity. 

I am fresh from several "openings," 
where the new spring material is first 
made up. There were some combina- 
tions worth noting. Ono was a sago 
green cashmere serge, rich and fine. 
Tho waist was plain and fastened in tho 
back and very slightly pointed in front. 
The skirt was draped up in such a man- 
ner as to make the folds stand up around 
tho front and sides. Tho skirt fell from 
tho waist to tho foot in rich natural 
folds, and there was a plaiting of black 
grosgrain that showed about two inches 
below tho green. There was a full dou- 
bled collar of (ho green, with a beading 
of gray chinchilla, which fell nearly to 
tho foot of tho dress like an old fash- 
ioned tippet. Tho very full balloon 
sleeves were of black grosgrain. Alto- 
gether it was a striking and stylish 
gown. 

Another fetching costnmo had tho 
skirt of chaudron cloth, with bands of 
chocolate cloth on the skirt, which was 
umbrella shape, and these bands wero 
bordered with narrow roleaux of astra- 
khan. There was a coat basque of the 
chocolate and chaudron cloth, made in 
a very complex manner. Tho skirt 
was quite full, and tho back was of 
chocolate, and tho front was of chau- 
dron.

Down tho four front 
gores were narrow bands of tho same 
fur. The dress was a very bandsomo 
ono and very striking. 

There was ono dress there that could 
bo likened to nothing but a purple and 
golden butterfly. Tho skirt was full 
and slightly draped across tho front in 
apron style. The bottom was cut out in 
deep points, and each spaco was filled 
in by a royal purple fan of satin. I 
should have said that tho dress was of 
innizo taffeta, Tho waist was blouse 
shape, with a draped belt. Thero wcio 
a figaro of purple satin and a pointed 
basque frill of tho same, and thero were 
jockeys to the shoulders and graduated 
falls to tho elbows, just below tho bal- 
loon puffs of tho maizo taffeta. Tho 
forearm portions reached to tho wrists 
in flaring cuffs, piped with purplo and 
lined with white satin, liko tho ruffles 
at tho elbows. The maizo color was tho 
yellowest of all yellow corn, and tho 
purplo tho most brilliant, bo that tho 
dress stood out remarkably from among 
hundreds of others. 

A walking gown was made of mode 
cachemire cTindo and myrtlo green 
cloth. Tho skirt was devoid of trim- 
ming, save for tho mode colored panels 
on each side of tho skirt. Tho green 
cloth was draped slightly across tho 
front, and the sides over the panel wero 
folded into godot plaits, lined with the 
mode. The waist was blouso fashion, 
with incroyahlo rovers of green nnd a 
sort of wide holt buttoned over with 
four gold buttons. There wero two 
mode rosettes on the revers. Tho im- 
monso balloon sleeves with their elbow 
cuffs wero of tho modo. Thero was an 



iacroyablo tie of white lace and muslin, 
with short, stilf ends, which wero inado 
to stand out straight on each sido. 

Somo and in fact most dealers havo 
declared that brown was to bo tho most 
fashionable color. Perhaps it is, but for 
ono brown dress wo seo a full hundred 
of other colors, and so far 1 think green 
has the lead, with purplo following 
closely in its different shades, called 
heliotrope, etc. 

Still I did seo ono brown dress worthy 
of note. It was a crude snulE brown 
cloth of the finest quality. Tho skirt 
and waist wero draped together in rich 
folds across the bust and to tho hips. 
There was a two inch border of gray fur 
around tho bottom and around the V 
shaped opening across tho bust. Thero 
was an underskirt of fawn wool, which 
showed a trifle under tho drapery. Tho 
gigot sleeves and front beneath tho 
opening of the upper part wero made of 
fawn woolou stuff, with enormous black 
polka dots, set far apart. Tho back of 
tho brown portion was cut princess 
style, with tho breadths cut very slant- 
ing to mako it very full. 

Tho incroyahlo scarfs are now made 
of almost everything, but crepe de chine 
and silk muslins with laco frills are seen 
oftenest. These aro worn in and out of 
season. Tho black ones aro better suited 
to the street. Tho lighter ones aro worn 
with such evening gowns as aro made 
high In the neck. The stylo is various- 
ly named Louis XIII, XV and XVI and 
is also called tho incroyahlo. Ono pays 
ono's money and chooses a name to suit. 
To sum it all up, ono can wear almost 
anything, and provided it is clean and 
well made it "goes." Tho summer 
goods havo nearly all disappeared from 
view, and the windows and counters 
show but the new woolens and silks that 
aro only old things with new names, 
Tho new mantles and jackets even have 
little to distinguish them, except finer 
finish and a rather more scanty amount 
of cloth in all except tho fluted Louis 
XV coats, which stand out wider than 
ever. 

I may say that I notice an effort to 
diminish tho height of tho collars. In- 
deed three of the handsomest new cloth 
gowns I saw today had an embroidered 
edging around tho neck instead of any 
kind of collar or band. Tho high col- 
lars have been a blessing to many whoso 
necks wero not very round, but they 
havo roughened and made ugly hun- 
dreds of others. Now that fashion saya 
"collars down" let tho lady whoso nock 
has been scratched and irritated for 
years take an ounco of simplo tincture 
of benzoin and add it to a pint of xose- 
wator and add a tablespoonful of this 
to tho wash basin of water when she 
bathes her face and neck nnd let it dry 
on tho skin. In a month her neck will 
bo liko runrblo, white and firm and 
smooth.

Redmond 8ajR That Farther Patience on tho 
Part of the Irish is Weak and 
Cowardly. 

London', Aprii 4. — Tho convention of tho 
Parnellito Bection of the Irish party yeBtor- 
day, was attended by all the leading Par- 
r 0" lit. s and representatives of other associa- 
tions of tho Irish party. John Redmond in 
hie speech declared the policy of the present 
Government to be no better than would be 
pursued by Conservatives wero they in 
power. Ho assorted that any further exer- 
cise of patience on tho p irt of the IriBh party 
was a weak aud cowardly bttrayal of tho 
trust of their constituencies. Ho urged a 
fearlo?s constitutional agitation and an in- 
dependence of action such us that pursued 
by Mr. Parnell.

Montreal, April 4.— At tho annual 
meeting of tho Canadian Pacific railway 
company to-day all tho proceedings were 
unanimous. 

Tho report for 189,'! shows gross earnings; 
§20,962,317; cxponBeB, §13,220,90$; net earn- 
ings, §7,714,410; interest from doposita and 
loans, 8209,862; fixod oharges, §533,887; 
surplus for tho year after tho paymont of 
dividends, §337,682; accumulated aurpluB, 
§7,261,213; decrease in doposita including 
intoreat earned, §072,672; land Bales, 10,748 
acres for §352,817; townsite Bales abovo ex- 
penses, $15,234. 

Tho directors nay tho paBt year opened 
unfavorably, a closely following series of 
snow storms with unusually cold weather 
mado working dillioult and expensivo and 
the earnings euffuiod in consequenco. The 
directors hrped the Iobb for the first quartor 
would be mado up later, but the extraordin- 
ary decline in tho price of wheat und the 
trade depression on tho Pacific coast had 
ciuacd a loss during the laat two months of 
the j ear, and a decrease in the earnings has 
to bo rtp.irted for the ti st time. 

THIC EXTREME DEPRESSION 

in the Uuitcd States aiade i'aeif felt here 
and travi-l wa» n.uoli reduced. A largo 
amount of wheat is still in the hands of the 
fanners or in tho elevutorn waiting for a 
favorable turn of the market, which ia all 
that is necessary to bring business. Tho 
loaaea have boon entirely weBt of tho groat 
lakes, the company's eastern linos showing 
increased mrnings. Tho Soo lino and tho 
Duluth, Soulu Shoro and Atlantic are suf- 
fering in common with all tho American 
linea weat of tho great lakea from the ex- 
traordinary depression there, but both are 
now showing improvement.

Tho house went Into committee on tho 
bill respooting official scalers of timbor, Mr. 
Kitchen in the ohair. 

Bill reported completo with amendments. 

THREE FORKS TOWNSITE. 

The house wont into committee on tho 
bill to uuthorizi tho isBiio of a crown grunt 
of tho townsito of Three Forks, Mr. Grant 
in the chair. 

Bill roported completo without amend- 
ments, anel read a third timo and passed. 

CREDITORS' TRUST DEEDS. 

Dr. Milne moved the second reading of 
tho bill to amend tho creditors' trust deeds 
act of 1890, which ho Baid had been found 
to bo in a measure unworkable. Tho first 
olauso ia intended to mako moro perfect the 
registration of an assignment, so that if 
made in uny locality it will hold good 
throughout tho province. Tho law to-day is 
such that un assignment registered at Vic- 
toria is not binding at ICarnloops, for In- 
stance Tho bill now introduced is much 
tho tamo as that of Ontario. At present 
tho law in this provinco makes no provision 
for calling a meeting of tho creditors, and 
ho had thoroforo ineertcd a olauBo by which 
notice for a meeting of tho creditors . must 
ba published within ten days. Tho bill also 
provides a Bcale according to which tho 
creditors shall be ullowed votes at meetings 
they may hold. Provision is made for tho 
remuneration of tho assignees. 

Hon. Mr Beavkn said ho did not intend 
to oppose tho second reading, but thero ure 
aomo provisions in the bill which will havo 
to receive very careful utteution in com- 
mittee. 

Hon. Mr Vernon thought the debate 
should bo adj jurncd, tho Attorney-General 
not being present, ns ho thought it not well 
to affirm the principle of the bill ub it now 
stood. Ho moved to that elFjot. 

Motion agreed to. 

GAME ACT. 

Mr Martin moved tho second reading of 
his bill to amend tho game act. 

Hon. Mr. Bkaven took tho point of order 
that n bill promoted by Mr. Martin 
amend the game act having been given tho 
six months hoist on March 29, this bill, 
which is to the same client, is not in order, 
under the rules ef the house. 

Hon Mr. Vernon said that in tho case of 
tho former bill tho whole discussion was on 
the eubject of the exportation of eleer skins, 
and this aubj o. hud been eliminated from 
tho present bill, tho purpose of which is the 
better protection of certain game birds. 

The Speaker said thero appeared to bo a 
very wide difference between tho two bills ; 
the matter was not one, however, for him 
to decide, but it was rather for the houso to 
say whether or not the hills are tho same. 

After discussion tho question was put to 
tho house, and the second readieg was 
agreed to, only four voting contrary. 

CATTLE ACT. 

Tho house went into committee on tho bill 
to amend tho cattle act, Mr. Hull in the 
chair. 

Bill reported completo with amendments. 
LICENSES act. 

Mr. Rogers moved the second reading of 
the bill to amend t!'o licenses act, tho pro- 
visions of which, he said, explain them- 
selves. Ho thought the changes asked for 
•>ro required, 

MR Kitchen thought there ought to bo 
some more explanation. 

Mr. Rogers said ho did not see what 
further explanation is needed. Tho bill 
makes provision for the transfer of licenses, 
not made in the act now. 

Mr. Hunter said the bill appoars simply 
to provido additional safeguards with re- 
spect to tho transfer of licenses. Ho had 
heard people greatly tnleroateu In temper- 
ance s ly that th's ib a very eood bill, and 
ho thought thehon. member deserved ore el- 
it for having introduced it. 

Hon. Mr Heaven objected that tho bill 
appeared to recognize tho system of trans- 
ferring liconacn, which ho did not think 
should bo recognized at all. 

After further discussion tho Iioubo divided 
evenly, nine voting on each side, and tho 
Speaker said ho thought ho ought to follow 
the English practice and allow the bill ro 
go before tho oommitteo of tho whole; ho 
therefore voted in favor of tho second read- 
ing. 

Bill to bo committed to morrow. 

CONSOLIDATION OS STATUTES. 

QThe order was called for tho adjourned 
debate on tho motion by Hon. Mr. Heaven 
"That this house ia of opinion that whenever 
two or more statutes bearing upon tho sumo 
subject uro combined and issued from tho 
printing office prior to tho consolidation be- 
ing legalized by tho legislative asBambly, 
that tho pamphlet so issued should bear an 
endorsement indicating that tho consolida- 
tion had not been so legalized, but that tho 
original statutes could ho perused in the 
annual volume mentioning it."

SANITARY CONVENTION. 

It Is Signed by Great Britain and the United 
Statcs-Pllgrlms to Mecca Pro- 
vided For. 

Paris, April 4. — The international Ean- 
itary convention was signed to day, the 
United States and Groat Britain making 
reservations; as to a few minor details. 
Three scries of precautionary measures were 
adopted by tho conference, the first refer- 
ring to measures to bo taken at, parts in In- 
dia from which pilgrims for Mecca embark, 
the details as to disinfection, med:e«.l in- 
spection, the allotment of Epaco to cooh pil- 
grim on board Bhip, etc., boing oarofully de- 
fined. All ships carrying pilgrims will be 
rceiuired to have competent physicians, and 
an adeejuate supply of wholesome drinking 
water. Tho second series provides for the 
reorganization of the Turkish lazarettoa on 
tho Red Sea and tho epiarantino of pilgrim 
ships from India, formerly varied from two 
to seven weelcB, whether or not tho vessel 
had a olean bill of health. By tho torma of 
tho new convontion a ship with a clean bill 
of health will bo delayed only long enough 
for medical inspection, and contaminated or 
Buspeoted vessels will not bo detained in

CANADIAN CATTLE IN ENGLAND 

Mr. Gardner's Declaration That the Present 
Law Gave Ample Protection 
Against DiBciiie. 

London, April 4.— A decision in loferonce 
to the embargo on Canadian cattlo is ex. 
pected to-morrow, when Herbert C. Gard 
ner, president of tho Board of Agricul- 
ture, will reeeivo a deputation urging that 
in every case animals bo slaughtered on 
arrival. Aa already announced, a deputa- 
tion from tho Chamber of Commerce and 
Royal Agricultural society has waited on tho 
Right Hon. Herbert C. Gardner, President 
of tho Board of Agriculture, to urge that 
the embargo uguinat tho importation of live 
cattle be maintained. Mr. Ackers, who was 
tho principil speaker, declured that if 
Canadiun livo cattle wero excluded alto- 
gether Great Britain would soon provide for 
the difference in tho food supply. Earl 
ForteBcuo pointed out that the assistance of 
tho Government was only invocable against 
contagion, and not ogaiuBt competition. Mr. 
Gardnei's answer was decisive. Ho said 
tho present law gave ample protection 
against disease, and tho Government would 
not throw fresh obstacles in the way of 
colonial trado. During the past ten years, 
ho said, 1,500,000 head of live stock had 
bren imported, but thero had been no case 
reported of a home bred animal boing in- 
fected from imported stock.
